Crime of the blackeſt Dye; how much more then 
is it aggravated when it is ſwelled up to Fratri- 


cide; what Horror muſt the Priſoner endure, who, 


as we ſhall be able immediately to prove, hath 
harden'd himſelf 'to commit ſo impious a Deed, 
as to murder his own Brother. And tho' the pre- 


ſent Age ſwarms with impious and perfidious Exam- 
ples, yet the Priſoner Goodere muſt be acknowledged 


to be a Criminal of the Firſt Rate. . When a Bro- 
ther riſes up againſt a Brother, and murders him 
in Cold Blood, the very Thought is ſo ſhocking 
that Nature itſelf is hardly able to ſupport it : 
How hardened, how inſenſible muſt the Conſcience 
of the Prifoner Goodere, be, that could be quite 


deaf to the lamentable and paſſionare Cries of his 


Brother, ſtruggling with two bloody mercenary 
Villains, who were then ftriving to take away his 
Life ! The Priſoner muſt, Gentlemen, in my Opi- 


nion, have taken ſome Pains to fortify himſelf

ance ; the Occaſion of which was a Report that Sir 
Fohn had cut off the Entail of his Eſtate, except 
600 J. per Annum, which he could not meddle with, 
in order to ſettle it on his Siſter's Sons. What 
Quarrels and Contentions paſt between the Two 
Brothers on this Occaſion, ſo as to raiſe ſuch a 
Spirit of inveterate Hatred in the Captain, does 
not yet appear; but ſo it happened, that on Sa- 
turday, Fan.

Vice for the King, againſt the Priſoners at the Bar; 


for his Majeſty, as the Father of his People, and for 
their Safety, know that Juſtice is one of the Pillars 
that ſupports a Throne, and out of his inherent 
Goodneſs and Love to Juſtice, will have a ſtrict Ac- 
count taken of the Blood of any of his Subjects, 
without reſpect to the Quality of the Slain or the 
Perſon who ſtands charged with his Death, and 
therefore he hath been graciouſly pleaſed, parti- 
cularly, to regard this Proſecution, for ſo horrid 
and bloody an Aſſaflination, and tho',- Gentlemen, 
it is difficult to ſtand in this Place without the 
greateſt Tenderneſs to our Fellow-Creatures, yet 
they who have diveſted themſelves of all Huma- 
nity now ceaſe to be ſuch, tis even Cruelty to the

Expreſs Malice, Gentlemen, is when the Kill- 
ing is with Malice prepens'd or afore - thought, with 
a ſedate Mind, and formed Deſign, to Wound, 
Poiſon, or to do ſome perſonal Injury to him that is 
kill'd, the Malice continuing until the mortal 
Wound or Hurt is giving: This Malice may be in 
the Principal that doth the Act, or in the Princi- 
pal aiding and abetting others to do it, and in the 
Acceſſary before the Fact was committed; as when 
a Perſon in cold Blood, maliciouſly, unlawfully, 
and, deliberately beats another, or doth other cor- 
poral Damage in ſuch a Manner that he afterwards 
dieth thereof, he is guilty of Murder, by expreſs 
Malice, tho' he did not deſign to kill him; but if 


he beats him only in ſuch manner, that it appears 


he only meant to chaſtiſe him, it is Manſlaughter 
only. If one executes his Revenge upon a ſudden 
Provocation in ſuch a cruel Manner, with a dan- 
gerous Weapon, as ſhews a malicious and delibe- 
rate Intent to do Miſchief, and Death enſues, it is 
expreſs Malice, from the Nature of the FaQ, and.
